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Speakers for Republican Mass 
Meeting Misunderstood Car 
Schedule. 


Next Board of Directors Instructed to Establish Juvenile Dept 
—Election of Directors Postponed to an Adjourned Meeting 

to Be Held April 1. 


An unfortunate misunderstanding of 
the time schedule on the Sierra Madre 
line was responsible for the absence 
of the two principal speakers—Lee C. 
Gates of Los Angeles and Senator Chas. 
W. Bell of Pasadena from the mass 
meeting held in the Town hall last 
night under the auspices of the Lincoln- 
Roosevelt Republican club. 

A goodly crowd had assembled to lis¬ 
ten to these well known Republisan 
speakers and much surprise was ex¬ 
pressed at their non-appearance. Later 
it was learned that both gentlemen fig¬ 
ured on taking the car leaving, as they 
thought, Los Angeles at 7:05. But as no j 
such car is scheduled they were unable ! 
to connect. 

Senator Bell succeeded in reaching 
the San Marino station, where he waited 
and pondered, his heart beating in 
sympathy with that of the Sierra Madre 
audience, who finally dispersed after a 
brief talk by Mayor Jones. 

But this disappointment has not 
damperred the ardor of the officers and 
members of the Lincoln-Roosevelt Re¬ 
publican Club, and renewed vigor will 
characterize their future labors. 


GOLD MEDAL TROPHY 

Richard K. Fox Offers Prize for 
Best Record to Wilson’s Peak 
and Return. 

The honor of having made the best 
run up Mount Wilson trail has been in 
dispute for some time, and the matter 
will soon be officially settled. Last 
summer J. C. Wright made the distance 
from the foot of the trail to the peak, 
some eight or nine miles, in 1 hour 54 
minutes. On February 1 last, Paul 
Reinwald made the trip in 1 hour, 50 '/ 
minutes, while Eugene Estopey claims 
to have made a record of 1 hour and 50 
minutes. 

The matter came to the attention of 
Charles J. Fox, son of Richard K. Fox 
of the Police Gazette, and he arranged 
to offer a prize of a gold medal worth 
$50 to the champion climber in a con¬ 
test in the near future; the dates to be 
announced later. 

The contest will be open to all, and 
no entry fee will be charged those com¬ 
peting. The climbers will start at dif¬ 
ferent hours. Official time being taken 
at the foot of the trail and at the peak 
by manager Fred Ross of the Mt. Wil¬ 
son hotel, the winner being the man 
who makes the round trip in three con¬ 
secutive contests, defeating all oppon¬ 
ents in each. The contest will probably 
occupy several weeks, and the result j 
will be awaited with much interest. 

Further information regarding the 
contest will be gladly furnished by Mr. 
Charles J. Fox, of Mountain Trail ave¬ 
nue, this city, who is arranging the de¬ 
tails of the trial. 


The annual meeting of the Sierra 
Madre Library Association was held in 
the library Wednesday evening, and the 
roll call showed the largest number of 
members present, either in person or by 
proxy, of any annual meeting since the 
incorporation of the association. After 
the reading of the call by the secretary, 
the minutes of the last annual meeting 
were read and approved, followed by 
the reports of the secretary, treasurer 
and auditor, which were approved and 
ordered entered in the minutes. 

The report of the treasurer, J. Hart, 
showed a cash balance on hand of 
$100.56. 

After the president's address the mat¬ 
ter of establishing a juvenile depart¬ 
ment was taken up for discussion. Mr. 
Blumer stated that owing to prospective 
financial conditious he did not consider 
it wise to establish a juvenile depart¬ 
ment at this time, and thereby raise 
expectations which it might not be able 
to fulfill, further stating that there are 
at present 225 to 250 books suitable for 
juvenile readers in the library. 

Capt. Osgood inquired what would be 
the increased expense, and the president 
replied that there would be some ex¬ 
pense in installing the department 
originally, but the main expense would 
be in keeping up the supply of books. 
The library had never had sufficietn 
money as it was, and if the inadequate 
funds were divided by two to maintain 
two departments, all would be dissatis¬ 
fied. 

Mr. Hart moved: That this meeting, 
of the Sierra Madre Library Association, 
while it earnestly desires that every 
practicable method shall be adopted to 
facilatate easy access to, and free circu¬ 
lation of, the books now in the library 
suitable for juvenile readers, does not 
deem it desirable, in view of prospective 
financial conditions, to formally estab¬ 
lish a juvenile department and thereby 
raise expectations which it might not 
be able to fulfill satisfactorily. That it 
is hereby suggested that the newly 
elected board of directors shall have 
prepared, and printed, a finding list 
of juvenile books, with their number 
attached, to which can be added gifts of 
and additions to juvenile books from 
time to time. 

An amendment was offered by Capt. 
Osgood to strike out the provision rela¬ 
tive to the printing of a finding list, but 
withdrew it in favor of an amendment 
to the amendment, offered by Mr. Cris¬ 
well, that the meeting instuct the in¬ 
coming board of directors to install a 
juvenile department. 

President Bloomer inquired if it were 
the honor and glory of having a juve¬ 
nile department or to accommodate 
juvenile readers that was desired, stat¬ 
ing that the estimated expenses for the 
coming year, including street assess¬ 
ments, would be about $310, with an 
estimated income of only about $295, 


1 leaving little or nothing for mainte¬ 
nance. 

Prof. Pierce said that, with nearly 300 
books already on hand we have a juve¬ 
nile library, the question being whether 
we want juvenile readers. 

The roll was then called on Mr. 
Criswell’s amendment to instruct the 
new board to install a juvenile depart¬ 
ment, it being adopted by a vote of 49 
to 23. 

When the election of directors was 
reached, President Blumer ruled that 
under the state code members of cor¬ 
porations entitled to vote must have 
been members at least ten days prior to 
the meeting. This decision called 
forth animated discussion, and Mr. 
Blumer suggested, in view of the fact 
that a large number of new members 
would be disqualified from voting 
under this ruling, that the meeting ad¬ 
journ subject to the call of the presi¬ 
dent to such time as the new members 
would be qualified, intimating that the 
adjourned meeting would take place 
one month later, Wednesday evening, 
April 1, when the election of directors 
will take place. This suggestion was 
adopted. 

Mr. Blumer’s Annual Address. 

“Lad ies and Gentlemen:—As during 
the past year reference has been made 
to the indebtedness of the citizens of 
Sierra Madre to Mrs. R. E. Ross, 
through whose generosity the erection 
of the public library in Sierra Madre 
was largely due, it seems fitting, after a 
lapse of over twenty years, that the 
facts as to the founding of the library 
should be briefly repeated. 

In 1886 Mrs. Ross, being desirous of 
connecting the name of her late hus¬ 
band with some suitable memorial, 
made an offer of the land on which the 
library now stands and a contribution 
of $2,000 toward the building fund. 

Mrs. Ross attached no conditions to 
this generous gift save providing for 
the placing of the marble memorial 
tablet at the entrance of the library. 

"The offer of Mrs. Ross met with a 
hearty response from the people then 
in Sierra Madre and about $1000 was 
promptly subscribed to the building 
fund. This was also supplemented by 
various gifts of books. The erection 
and furnishing of the library cost about- 
$3000. The small nucleus of books 
which first furnished its shelves has 
now grown to over 2500 volumes. 

"The library has been a great boon, 
not only to residents, but also to the 
many hundred visitors who have spent 
the winter here during the past 20 years. 

"At the outset the institution was in¬ 
corporated under the state law as the 
Sierra Madre Library Association. For a 
short period after its opening the di¬ 
rectors employed a paid librarian, but 
it soon became apparent that the in¬ 
come from the verymoderate fees charged 
to members and subscribers was totally 


inadequate to meet the running ex¬ 
penses of the library and pay a librarian. 
The services of a paid librarian had 
therefore to be dispensed with and the 
present system of volunteer librarians, 
serving for one month each, and receiv¬ 
ing the nominal remuneration of a 
membership for one year, was inaugu¬ 
rated. To these volunteer librarians, 
some of whom have served year after 
year, the successful working of the 
library is largely due. 

“ The income from subscriptions dur¬ 
ing the past year*, $97.75 shows a slight 
improvement on the previous year, but 
is still behind the record of 1889. 

“ The number of members in 1907 was 
practically the same as 1906, while there 
was a slight increase in the number of 
subscribers. The most notable feature 
in this connection being the fact that 
out of 67 monthly subscribers in 1907, 
44 subscribed for only one month, 10 
for two months, 7 for three months, 2 
for four months, 2 for five months, and 
2 for six months, making the average 
amount received from each of these 67 
subscribers only 44 cents. 

“The circulation of books duiing 1907 
was 1283, compared with 1111 in 1906; 
the circulation of magazines, 995 in 1907, 
compared with 795 in 1906. Of the 1283 
books circulated in 1907, 1202 were 
fiction, and 81, or 6per cent, general 
literature. 

“There were 98 books added to the 
library, by gift or purchase, in 1907, 
under the following classification:— 
Philosophy, 3; religion, 4; sociology, 6; 
travel, 2; fiction, 69; reference, 14. The 
card catalogue of fiction by titles was 
completed in May, last, by Miss Jones, 
formerly librarian of the Los Angeles 
City Library. Miss Jones made no 
charge for her services, and was duly 
thanked by the directors at the time. 

“In 1907 the association was excep¬ 
tionally fortunate in its receipts as a 
whole, the revenue derived from the 
annual entertainment and from dona¬ 
tions, amounting to $194.68. There were 
during the past year special expendi¬ 
tures of $38.61 in installing the electric 
light, and $15.49 in new bookshelves. 

“At the last annual meeting the 
question of the practicability of absorb¬ 
ing the Public School Library and form¬ 
ing a Juvenile Department, in connection 
with the Association, was discussed and 
referred to the new elected board of di- 
reitors for consideration. 

This matter was taken up by the 
Board at their meeting in April. It was 
then reported that the absorption of the 
Public School Library was not legally 
feasible. Four Directors, while unani¬ 
mously recognizing that the formation 
and maintenance of a Juvenil Depart¬ 
ment in connection with the present 
library, was highly desirable, never¬ 
theless arrived at the conclusion that 
from a financial point of view it was 
not practicable at present. 

The income of Assoceation from sub¬ 
scriptions of all classes, has never been 
sufficient to meet its ordinary expendi¬ 
ture, without taking into account the 
purchase of new books and the tri-ennial 
payment of premiums for fire insurance. 
The outlav for new books and for fire in¬ 
surance has for years had to be met from 
the proceeds of the annual entertain- 
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the public, and that our relations have 
been improved. I dou t hesitate to 
make this confession. According to 
my belief, business is done on a better 
basis and on a higher plane because of 
what I have referred to.” In addition 
to voicing the sentiment that the presi¬ 
dent is not the enemy of the business 
world who is ruining the country by 
his crusade against unscrupulous finan¬ 
ciers. Judge Gary explained why we 
cannot escape being prosperous. He 
called attention to the fact that we pro¬ 
duce annually from the ground not less 
than ten billion of dollars worth of ne¬ 
cessities which we and others need; 
that a large portion of our expenditures 
are for luxuries, and that if we practice 
a little economy for one year we will 
have all the money we need. 

The latest customs figures emphathize 
the truth of Judge Gary's statement, and 
indicate that we have adopted his sug¬ 
gestion. Our imports during January 
amounted to $85,698,704 against $112,- 
586,934 during January, 1907, or a saving 
of more than $41,000,000, and the details 
of the report show that the saving was 
very largely on luxuries, such as dia¬ 
monds, jewelry and the like. Our ex¬ 
ports last month amounted to $206,211,- 
835 or $17,000,000 more than during 
January of last year. The excess of ex¬ 
ports over imports last month was 
$120,513,131, which represents the bal¬ 
ance due to us on the month’s business 
on merchandise with the rest of the 
world. In other words, we added to 
our wealth during last month practi¬ 
cally $1.50 for every man, woman and 
child in the country. No wonder Judge 
Gary has no patience with the million¬ 
aire • demagogues who are crying about 
what the president is doing to the bus¬ 
iness world.—Pioneer Press.

River Improvement. 

In order to make initial work effective 
according to the plans and suggestions 
of the board of engineers, known as the 
Dabney commission, employed by the 
state to investigate and report upon the 
betterment of conditions on the rivers, 
there is now before the congress of the 
United States H. R. Bill 3892, intro¬ 
duced by Congressman McKinley, which 
has for its object the appropriation by 
the United States of $400,000, to be used 
in conjunction with a similar sum to be 
appropriated by the State of California, 
to do such dredging, embanking and 
other necessary work to control the 
waters and protect the lands along the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers. 

The river improvement and drainage 
association of California has been work¬ 
ing to bring about the passage of this 
bill, and has enlisted the good offices of 
numerous people in all parts of the 
United States to bring pressure to bear 
on senators and congressmen from all 
parts of the union to have them vote 
for the bill. 

The association is anxious that every 
Californian who has the interests of the 
state at heart will join in this move¬ 
ment to the extent of writing or wiring 
to his congressman and to the senators 
at Washington, urging upon them the 
necessity for supporting H. R. Bill 3892. 
Chambers of commerce and other com¬ 
mercial organizations throughout the 
state have taken the matter up and 
telegraphed and written to Washington, 
and it is expected that those which 
have not already done so will adopt 
suitable resolutions and forward them 
to their representatives in congress at 
as early a date as possible. 

This is a matter that everybody is in¬ 
terested in, and it is hoped that all will 
do their part to bring about the passage 
of the bill.

Eskimo village ever presented at a 
world’s fair has been arranged for at the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacifie exposition. There 
will be no expense spared in the col¬ 
lection of this exhibit, as an exposition 
held to exploit Alaska must have as 
one of its educational amusement fea¬ 
tures the best Eskimo display ever 
placed before the public. 

There will be three kinds of Eskimos 
in the village, those who have not been 
touched by white civilization, those 
who only recently came into associa¬ 
tion with modern civilization, and the 
common or garden variety, the natives 
who were long ago brought into contact 
with white men.

“In view of the inaccurate and misleading 
statement, contained in the Sierra Madre News 
of Feb. 23, that 'the officers of the Library in 
their wisdom saw fit to reject’ the proffered gift 
of books, it is due to the directors to reaffirm and 
emphasize the fact that the offer of books was 
never rejected, but was distinctly accepted with¬ 
out conditions attached.” 


President John Geo. Blumer, ot the 
Library association, thus characterizes 
a reference to the fact that the tender I 
of books by the Woman’s club to the ! 


directors of the Library association last j 
June was rejected at the time, and the j 
matter left to the members at the an-' 
n ual meeting. While criticism is al ways 
welcome, in this instance justice de- j 
mands a reply. 

Let us see. 

In his letter of “acceptance” of the I 
proffered gift, directed to Mrs. Isabel 
W. Pierce, chairman of the committee 
of the Woman’s club making the offer, 
Mr. Blumer says: 

"If the directors of the Library association 
were to allow the board to be prematurely forced 
into establishing a juvenile department, the 
funds, which have hitherto been inadequate to 
provide books for adult readers, would have to 
be drawn upon to supply the demands of juve¬ 
nile readers. The result would be that neither 
the adult nor the juvenile departments of the 
library would give satisfaction, while as a conse¬ 
quence there would be a falling off in the num¬ 
ber of subscribers. 

"Apart from and beyond all this, the board has i 
not at its command under existing conditions j 
either the staff or the space to conduct a juve- ! 
nile department without interfering with the I 
comfort and convenience of its present mem- j 
bers. 

'While, therefore, the board fully appreciates j 
the offer of the Woman’s Club of Sierra Madre, ! 
it can only, for the foregoing reasons, accept the j 
proffered books without any conditions attach- j 
ing to the gift.” 


The gift having been accepted, it is J 
germain to inquire what disposition j 


was made, by the directors, of the books 
and other newly acquired property. 
The fact still seems to be apparent that 
the gift as tendered was not accepted 
by the library board, as may be seen 
by the quoted paragraphs and by refer¬ 
ence to the address of the president 
of the board published in another col¬ 


umn; but only a counter proposition, j 
or rather “intimation was conveyed to j 
the committee of the Woman’s club that J 
the directors would be glad to accept 
the proffered books for circulation in 
the library without conditions.” 

Some regulations are needed to govern 
the speed of automobiles on the city 
streets, and also to compel their drivers 
to sound an alarm when approaching 
other vehicles from the rear. The prac¬ 
tice of coasting, at high speed, down 
some of our streets where the roadway j 
is narrow is especially fraught with 
danger and is a constant terror to ladies 
and children when driving.

ment. It has consequently not in¬ 
frequently occurred that there has been 
a shortage of funds for the purchase of 
books, while the consequent falling off 
in the purchase of books has noticably 
been followed by a corresponding fall¬ 
ing off in monthly subscriptions. The 
fact being that the public, as a whole,

have supported the Library in ac- | 
cordance with the manner in which the j 
Library was able to meet its demands I 
for new and up-to-date reading matter. 

“ The directors were therefore forced 
to the conclusion that, however desira¬ 
ble it might be to establish a juvenile 
department, the fact remained that un¬ 
til the library shall meet with greatly 
increased support, any attempt to es¬ 
tablish such a department, and to divide 
the limited funds of the association, 
would result in well grounded com¬ 
plaints that neither the adult depart¬ 
ment nor the juvenile department was 
being properly kept up. 

“In June last, your directors received 
a communication from the Woman’s 
Club, offering the association 50 selected 
books for juvenile readers, together 
with a bookcase and forms for juvenile 
borrowers. # 

“ As the correspondence with a com¬ 
mittee of the Woman’s Club, which fol¬ 
lowed this offer was made public at the 
time, it is sufficient to say that this offer 
simply amounted to a tender of books 
on condition that a juvenile department 
be forthwith established. 

“ The board having already considered 
this question, and having decided that, 
in its opinion, the time was not ripe for 
the establishment of a juvenile depart¬ 
ment, and a majority of its members 
also being of opinion that as a general 
principle it is undesirable for public 
institutions to accept gifts with detailed 
conditions attached, an intimation was 
conveyed to the committee of the 
Woman's Club that the directors would 
be glad to accept the proffered books 
for circulation in the library without 
conditions. > 

“ In view of the inaccurate and mis¬ 
leading statement contained in the 
Sierra Madre News of February 28, that 
‘the officers of the library in their wis¬ 
dom saw fit to reject,’ the proferred 
gift of books, it is due to the directors 
to re-affirm and emphasize the fact that 
the offer of books was never rejected, 
but was distinctly accepted without 
conditions attached. 

“ This offer of acceptance led to a 
further offer from the Womens’ Club 
to make an annual contribution to the j 


association of 15 books and 3 magazines. 

"To this the board responded by 
promising that the whole question of 
the establishment of a juvenile depart¬ 
ment should be brought up for con¬ 
sideration at the annual meeting of the 
members of the association. 

"As any difference of opinion, which 
may arise in discussing this question 
can only be as to the timeliness of es¬ 
tablishing a juvenile department and 
not as to its desirability, it may be 
well to look at the financial aspect of 
the question prospectively. The year 
1907 was about normal in its expendi¬ 
ture. The current year, 1908, bids fair 
to be one of extraordinary expenditure, 
inasmuch as, apart from ordinary de¬ 
mands, an assessment of something like 
$210.00 for road improvements on a 
frontage of 141 feet on Central avenue, 
will have to be met.

“In 1909 the preminm of $87.50 on an 
insurance of $2,500 on the library 
building, furniture and books will have 
to be paid, and the necessity of increas¬ 
ing the amount insured seriously con¬ 
sidered. 

“The position of the Sierra Madre 
library, depending, as it does, in part 
on an uncertain, fluctuating, and some¬ 
times inadequate income, and in part 
on volunteer efforts, is essentially dif¬ 
ferent to that of the libraries in places 
like Pasadena, Covina, Monrovia, or 
Glendale, which are city property and 
supported by taxation. 

“With these facts in view it would 
seem that this association should act 
with caution before formally announc¬ 
ing the ‘ establishment of a juvenile 
department, and thereby raising ex¬ 
pectations which it may not be able to 
fulfill satisfactorily. There is, however, 
no reason why arrangements should not 
be made to facilitate access to, and the 
circulation of juvenile books already 
in the library and hereafter to be added.
